It is nut lor me, sir, to answer for 
the effect of appearances and cnnstruc- 
ions, of which ill advantages have been 
taken, nr fur the propagation of tales, 
whose point,it seemB, has been turned on 
the inventors’ heads: experience should 
have better taught them, wlint wisdom has 
declared, that 

“Evil on itself shall back recoil." 

Mr. Kerr, it appears, accepted of the 
appointment to this agency in tlie winter 
of eighteen hundred and seventeen, with¬ 
out any fixed compensation and proceed¬ 
ed in the business with a reliance only 
on thfc faith of the state and upon the 
chances of justice and liberality in the le 
gislalure, for a suitable reward ol hia ser 
vices and an indemnification of his expen¬ 
ses; and it has so turned out that he has 
gradually succeeded in getting into the 
8tate Treasury a reimbursement of about 
8275,000. After he had incurred very 
considerable personal expenses and had 
so far succeeded as to obtain au assump¬ 
tion of the State’s Claim and to secure its 
admission to an audit at the Treasury 
Department, by the authority of the Se- 
cretaiy ol War, our Legislature began to 
make advances tn him and he received 
from time to time by reso u'ions of the 
Geneinl Asssembly, sundry payment* in 
part the compensation to be" given for 
his services; and of that tenor was the res- 
olution ol 1819-20, at a period when up 
ward,* of g 124,000 of our claim stood «us 
pended or rejected. The, faith of the 
State was, by such a resolution, expressly 
pledged to the Agent Tor a further propor¬ 
tionable compensation for his continued 
exertions to secure as much ol thesus 
pended balance as possible; and it appears 
that his attention was ussiduously appf 


a close the Claim against the General Go¬ 
vernment’." 

Amidst this din of compliments, sir, 
Mr. Kerr might well have been forgotten 
but for some folks, as silly as they were 


nalign&nt, who, not content with his total 


ed to the subject, during the last year, 
and that he succeeded in obtaining actual 
payment of very nearly 895,000, out of 
that balance. Under these circumstan¬ 
ces, I uinlers'and, Mr. Kerr went to An. 
c.apolis, during the la<e session, for th# 
further prosecution of this business and 
tn obtain the proper compensation for his 
services, in the manner before used hy the 
Legislature; hut from certain indications 
ho suun discovered that an opposition had 
been rai»ecl against him ami that it was 
indispensable not only to assert his right 
to a just reward from the state, but 
prorect himself IVonr the effects of misre- 
presentations of hi* conduct Ik of the na. 


exclusion from all credit for the recovery 
of the claim, which had been always left 
to his sols management, occupied (hem 
selves with secretly propogatinga charge 
that he had neglected to do all that he 
cuuld have done, and that he hid kept 
back the settlement of the claim, in order 
to produce embarrassment in the finances 
of the State and so to injure the democrat 
ic party; and, at the same time,-with that 
glaring inconsistency, which usually at 
tends the prosecution of base designs 
they whispered about a-foulish tale that 
he Iiad despaired of the recovery of the 
balance anil that the Governor had to take 
up the matter. 

All these contemptible mUrepresenta 
tions were completely frustrated and ex 
posed by the documents, which accompan 
led (he Agent’s memorial and conclusive 
ly prove.d bis zealous and unceasing ef¬ 
forts, in behalf of the State; and it seems 
that not the slightest intimation was made, 
in the discussion before the House, of any 
detect in the discharge of his duty. Ne¬ 
vertheless, sir, we find that the impres. 
sion made some weeks ago by the Execu¬ 
tive message and the Report of the Com¬ 
mittee of ways and means, as at first given 
out and published, is difficult to be rem v- 
ed: official statements, however errone¬ 
ous, or the intimations of authority, howe¬ 
ver indirect or equivocal, have an impos¬ 
ing influence, and when these tilings first 
appeared the friends of Mr. Keir looked 
around with solicitude for a solution of the 
mystery by which his hard-earned reputa¬ 
tion was spirited away. * The injustice 
done to Mr. Kerr has been repaired ns far 
as it was in the power ol the Chairman of 
the Committee of ways and means to do 
it; but 1 confess, sir, 1 cannot yet under¬ 
stand or conceive how the Governor could 
ever bear in the estimation of his most 
partial friends the credit of bringing the 
State’s Claim against the General Gov¬ 
ernment to <i close. It could only be 
brought toa close,as I imagine, favourably 
to the State, hy obtaining from tl.e author¬ 
ity of tlie Secretary of War the establish¬ 
ment of equitable principles for its adjust¬ 
ment, contrary To the strict rules ol his 
department, and the Governor is, i pre¬ 
sume, perfectly conscious that lie had no¬ 
thing to do with that matter. 1 should 
have supposed indeed, sir, that holding his 
high s'ation and possessing true magna¬ 
nimity, he might have frankly disavowed 
Ihe unjust ascription to him of the merit 
ot another’s labours. He could not have 
been insensible ol tbo ellcct, whether ori- 
/inally designed or not, ol the marked 
exclusion of Mr. Kerr from any credit in 
an affair, in which he knew that Mr. K. 
alone hail been the efficient Agent; and I 
think he should have said to hi* friend 


My anxiety that whatever balunce 
of the State’s Claim the General Govern¬ 
ment might determine to allow, should be 
brought into the Treasury before the 
opening of the Session ol the General 
Assembly, to che out our poor finances, 
prompted me, when lately af Washington,, 
to call on the Secretary of War and man¬ 
ifest to him my wishes that he would urge 
the Auditor to get through with the adjust¬ 
ment of the accounts as soon as possible. 

This I did merely in aid of Mr. Kerr’s 
exertions, which I had every reason to be¬ 
lieve were perseveringly continued; but 
/ never attempted to enter into argu¬ 
ments or discussions with the Secretary 
or tlie Auditor, nor ever entered tjie of- 
hce of the Auditor to examine a single 
paper or a document; for that was the 
peculiar province of the Agent and he 
had been actively engaged in it till he 
had brought every question to hang on 
the decision of the Secretary: therefore, I 
.annul possibly lake to myself the com¬ 
pliment you have paid to “the great abili• 
ty, activity and energy, displayed by the 
Executive” in the prosecution of this bu¬ 
siness, because “great ability, activity snd 
eoergy,’’ as every body will know, cannot 
consist in a mere visit of ceremony to the 
Secretary of War and a polite request 
that he would expedite the filial settle, 
menf of our claim. Besides, gentlemen, 

Mr. Kerr is a piofessional man, dependant 
on his profession und the public opinion 
of his capacity and fidelity in the dis. 
charge of any important business specially 
confuted to him, and it may do him an es. 
sential injury thus, by indirection, to cen 
sure him; and, indeed, since it will plain 
ly appeal that before I came into office 
or had ever dreamed of the station I now 
hold,he had suer, edml in getting an as¬ 
sumption of this claim, ami that he had 
actually procured a payment of two 
thirds of it before my installation; and af¬ 
ter the commendation which has been 
heretofore bestowed upon him by my pre- 
decessors.in the progress of his negotia¬ 
tion, and even, last year, by a Democratic 
Committee of ways and means, it may ap 
pear to the world like a malevolent party 
trick end a juggle between this committee 
and myself to decry and injure a man, 
who has rendered to the state so profit able 
a service, merely because he is no-one ol 
our political cast.” 

II the Governor had looked a lit tie 
ahead he might also have reflected that 
thisxeport, ascribing to himself this "great 
ability, ac livity and energy,’' would soon 
or late come to the sight of the Secretary 
of War and (lie Auditor,, through the 
public papers, and inasmuch as they knew 
ami the Clerks in their,offices knew that 
no one but Mr. Kerr had ever any thing 
to do with the adjustment of the claim, 
and that he, Governor Sprigg, had never 
attempted to interfere with the manage¬ 
ment ol it, it would inevitably expose Inin 
to ridicule in that quarter. Moreover, he 
ought to have taken it for granted that 
Mr. Kerr would never submit to the un¬ 
just operation of any measures, from anv 
quarter, calculated to put him down in tlie 
public estimation and to deprive h in of 
his just reward, without a lull exposition 
to the Legislature of the whole course of 
Ivis proceedings in the agency; and that 
such an explanation, if ever offered, would 
effectually defeat any design to injure 
him, even if a dear! party majority in 
uuutfters though not in weight, should cut 
him off from a just pecuniary compensa¬ 
tion. 

Whether such designs as these, sir, 
ever really existed or not, or whether the 
co incident chime of the Governor's mes. 
sage to the House and the report of the 
Com mil Lee ol ways and means, in the 
puffing farce, to the total exclusion of the 
Agent, was the effect of mere'accident ur 
a want of better information, it was not 
the {ess his duty to himself to appeal al 
once to the Legislature, who had the ascer. 
tamment of his compensation entirely in 
their power, and to justify himself hy a 
full explanation of the whole course of'his 
proceedings with the General Govern¬ 
ment. For, these things had gone forth 
and their injurious tendency was flagrant 
tu the public mind; and such, it seems, 
was the industrious management ol cer¬ 
tain persons that the minds of members 
of the House had been poisoned with the 
grossest falsehoods. It will be iu vain 
now, sir. to deny that such base means 
weie actually used against the Agent by 
s*me person or persons, since a Democrat¬ 
ic member, finding that he had- been the 
dupe of those artifices, felt it a duty to 
rise in his place to proclaim the deception 
and to acknowledge his conviction of the 
falsehood of the tales, which had been cir¬ 
culated. Soch.it seems, was the honors' 
ble course pursued by Mr. Allen, of Har 
ford; And what, sir, but such arts or at 
least aume deceptions colourings of this 
business could have so blinded Mr. Mauls- 
by to the light of truth, in which Mr. 
Kerr’s conduct and services afterwa ds 
appeared to him,as to induce him to insert 
in the report on the ways and means, which 
was drawn up by him, such an absurd no. 
tice of the incidental interference of the 
Governor in this business, and to echo the 
excluding Executive Message, as it rela¬ 
ted to the only Agent, who had ever in 
fact been engaged in its negotiation? 
What but a sense uf honor, in that gen 
tlemaii, and of the gross injustice wide 
had been misfniin^/j*done by him to 
Mr. Kerr, could have induced him, pub, 
licly on the floor of the House ot Dele¬ 
gates, to acknowledge his error and move 
so to amend his report as to commit it to 
the record with an assertion of what he 
then perceived and declared tube only 
just ineed ol commendation for Mr. Kerr 1 
exertions in the c?use ol the State? Whai 
but a high-minded frankness of character 


moral anxiety fo atone for 
injury done to a Fellow-Citizen ijj 
a zealous public Agent, could hi,, 
induced Mr. Maulsby, in afterw»h| 
discussing Mr. Kerr’* case hr-fin 
the House, to express, in the sirniK 
est and most complimentary langua,'. 

Ids opinion of the services which had t#', 
rendered by him and ofhis title to an J 
ditiona! compensation?—I am for one.iJ 
at'least well disposed fo attribute to U( ( 
dispositions and motives the conduct J 
Mr. Maulsby, in the course which tj 
affair took.afer a full investigation nf|J 
subject; and 1 resign, with frigid indjf, 
feience, to folks, more ingenious iln a 
rayxell and more interested in the matter 
the task of unravelling the mystery g ( 

“the great ability, activity and energy! 
displayed by the Executive of ^ 
State,’’ and of discovering the soury 
from which {hat imagination was derived. 

There is, sir, one pleasaift little a need alt, 
which 1 cannot forbear mentioning, in rs 

lation to this subject, as it was going fa 
rounds in our Democratic circles, Mot, 
the result of a fair investigation of Mr. 
Kerr’s subject was known, and it wn U :,| 
doubtless have been still treusund up tu 
some of his good friends, as an excellent 
bon mot, had tilings turned out different 
ly;—On the 20th of November; it appeals, 
the Auditor, agreeably to the Tavurabk 
derision of the Secretary of War on the 
equitable principles of adjustment in$>i«i: 
ed on by the Agent, had suddenlj 
closed his exatninaiion of the State's 
Claim and reported it to the 2d Compirol. 
ler. On this same day, without doubt al 
the particular request of Governor Spiigg, 

Mr. Hagngr, the Auditor, simply wruie 
to him that lie had reported his (inti 
statement of the claim to the ComptroL 
ler and promised further to inform Ims 
of the final result. The ojpciaf letter af 
Mr. Hagner to Mr. Kerr bore a *uAv- 
quent date ty Vas not received by him at 
Easton, I presume, for some day* alter, 
when, it appears, he immediately apprized 
the Governor of the information he had 
obtained. Mr. Hagner, as »ny polite 
nmn would na'urally do, paid his first re¬ 
spects to the High Digmtaiy oRlie State, 
wlm had condescended to ask so -mall 
a favour from him, and when he had gut 
through with the little bustle of this uftair 
of etiquette, he sits himself down leisurely 
to the affair ol business and informs the 
Agent of the progress he had made: And 
from this difference in the dates of Mr. 
Hugner’s letters to the Governor and the 
Agent, barely slating that the claim had 
gone up to the Comptroller tor his revi. 
sion, (so mightly important as it was!) 
arises the quintessence of this bon mot; 
for, it was facetiously repeated by some 
friends of the Governor, as a very smart 
and severe thing, that, when he received 
Mr. Kerr’s letter, he laughed most signi 
lioantly, and said, “why, Mr. Kerr hai 
told me a thing l knew before'.'?.” Now, 
Governor Sprigg was either guilty of this 
filly piece of impotent -malice or his 
friend* have grossly trifled with him: it 
is not forme, sir, to decide the point be¬ 
tween them.

The Report of the Committee and the 
debate thereon, which you have given to 
us, sufficiently exhibit to the public the

» full anWrue representation of the na¬

first laid down to him, as stated in the re¬ 
port of ih« Committee in his case,and in 
defiance of the prophecies and ill- 
boding fears of the foes or friends of the 
Agent and the State. It is noturinut 
that at the commencement of the negotia. 
tion for a settlement of this claim, a large 
portion of the enmmunity deemed it utter- 
y a forlorn hope ; and many chose to 
class it with the JtlassaehuseUs Claim, 
which they contended ought never to be 

E aid- Into this error even the intelligent 
Iditor of “Niles’ Register" had fallen 
till, as he afterwaids frankly avowed, hs 
had received, by more correct informa¬ 
tion, a conviction of his mistake; and 1 
know, sir, that some persons from the 
worst motives of faction and personal 
considerations tjenied the justi- e of die 
claim and were deeply chagrined al the 
success of Mr. Kerr in obtaining an as¬ 
sumption of it by the General Govern¬ 
ment: And -.o fur was (his feeling of hos¬ 
tility carried against tha agent, per¬ 
sonally! and the tiue interests <d 
the state that when he had tepoited to 
our Executive the assumption of the 
claim by the Government and a payment 
of 84 U,i>t )0 h a ,| been actually agreed 10 
be made in part, the afluir was treated, 
in the elertioneei ing campaign of 1818, 
as a joggle between tlie dgent and the Fe¬ 
deral Governor of that time, and it w * s 
ruundly asserted thut the claim would ne¬ 
ver be recovered! But when the blundrf 
was manifest audit was tort clear dnd 
Mr. K^rr had really got the claim in to 
favour, at Washington, it made .n e>v ’ 
friends, every day, ty »omc wizards fouim 
out that they always knew the General 
Government would pay our demands! 

I will venture to affirm, air, that if a" 
the little things, which l have stated or 
alluded to, *p ung from a formed design 
agaii.st ti e fame & interest* j*f an individ¬ 
ual, who, for aught that appears, had given 
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no cause of offence, unlew it were the 
successful performance of the trust repos¬ 
ed in hint bv the state, tljey wer* mean & 
dishonorable and cannot fail to reflect on 
their authors indeliablo disgrace. 1'hey 
have had, however, their ephemeral sue. 
cess, and have doubtless served to excite, 
if not to wound the feelings of a man of 
honor, whilst the low-bred hounds of rna- 
lignity were.looking up wishfully for the 
JZtbage they were taught to expect in 
the disenmfitted character of the agent. 
Hut if some of those things arose from 
accident or misapprehension and were 
re . B ||y unmeaning, as they regarded the 
agent, inasmuch as they were so directly 
calculated to work injustice, they can be 
ascribed to nothing better than weakness 
and folly, and every liberal and high 
minded citizen, on every side, will rejoice 
in the triumph over them. 

Although, sir, you have heretofore pub- 
lished in your valuable paper, both the 
Executive message, at the commencement 
0 f the fission, & the Report of the Com. 
inittee of Way* and Meuns.it may not be 
amiss to bring them again to the public 
view, apd 1 therefore transmit them to 
you. 1 haye never yet seen the amended 
report of that committee, which resulted 
from the frunktiess and magnanimity of 
Mr. Maulsby, but as it is now notorious 
that it was so amended as to let Mr, 
Kerr in tor a share of the praises it be- 
slowed-, you cannot go amiss, Sir, if you 
slip him in any where between the Ex¬ 
ecutive and the Clerk of ihe Council, 6 l 
mount them all together and send them 
merrily down the road of fame. It 
would not do, sir, to let them ride and 
tie; that sensible device, which used once 
*crve the convenience of our Ances¬ 
tor* and afford such relief both to man 
and beast, is now not only old-fashioned 
but obsolete, and you must adopt the 
modern style, which this singular report 
suggests, of packing olfiliese gentlemen 
altogether, in this renowned gompeti 
linn. 1 would venture to propose an ar 
rsngeiuerit which justice plainly, indi 
cates, but l fear the courtly complain 
mce of the agent would reject it. Mr K 
is fond of good company and though 
suspect lie is generally willing to take 
the precedence due to him, he has much 
good nnture and often yields his place 
to his friends. 1 should think, however, 
that, on this occasion,he ni ght fairly seize 
the reins and leap into the saddle, and af. 
ter taking up his honest fiiend, Mr. 
snugly behind him,'dash off with*‘t/ie Ex 
ecutive " lumbering on the trupper.

INAUGURAL SPEECH. 

We have been politely and unexpected 
ly furnished with this Speech which is 
crouded out of the Gazette by matter pre¬ 
viously arranged—we shall'endeavour to 
iay it before our readers in an extra to 
night. 

This paper, like all others from Presi¬ 
dent Monroe, is a plain, clear and frank 
view of things—If it wants interest, that 
must be ascribed to the state of the times 
rather than to the author, but it embraces 
all the topics that now present themselves 
without recurring to matters that are worn 
out and have become insipid. 

The view taken of the policy which has 
guided the councils of the country, since 
we got out of the late war, is satisfactory 
and pleasing, and the provisions which 
are making ro preserve the peace of the 
country, or if obliged to have recourse to 
hostilities to render it more formidable 
and efficient, are such as good sense and 
a provident attention to the future would 
approve. 

The course indicated towards Spain 
and her revolted colonies is one, that eve¬ 
ry prudent mnn must admire and every 
just man applaud, and may be classed a. 
mongthe strongevidences of the generally 
correct course which has marked the ad. 
ministration of President Monroe in the 
management of our Foreign Relations. 

lie well remarks "that the conduct of 
the government, in what relates to For¬ 
eign powers, is always an object of the 
highest importance to the nation’’—for it 
was most particularly for the manage, 
inent of such concerns, and for the union 
of power in the common defence, that the 
confederacy was entered into. 

in speaking of the piraies who have 
been condemned, lhc principles laid 
down by the President as the rules of his 
conduct in pardoning or in suffering the 
judgment uf the law to take place, are 
plausible and theoretically just; but we 
rather Tear, and we ascribe it tu inef¬ 
ficiency Or incorrectness of information 
furnished, that some have escaped who 
ought to have been examples nf the viola¬ 
ted law, and that others have fallen vie. 
tints whu were mere instruments, per¬ 
haps deluded ones, of tiie villainy and 
violence of mun who themselves ought to 
have appeased the wounded majesty of 
the law, in their stead. The judicial tri¬ 
bunals of our country are celebrated fur 
temperance, patience, ability, justice—nor 
huve those in whose hands the executive 
power lias been lodged, been less remark, 
able for tenderness or humanity—perhaps 
indeed it may be imputed to the latter 
that they have shewn an unfortunate abun. 
nance nf the “milk of human kindness." 
The mildness of our laws requires energy 
in those who execute them—There is no¬ 
thing sanguinary in them to shudder at 
nothing of ferocity in them to soften 
The President’s observations on the late 
treaties with Spain & G. Britain, the traus. 
ferred negotiation with France from Paris 
to Washington, and the policy pursued to¬ 
wards the Barbary powers, are pleasing 
and interesting; nor arc we less gra'ilied 
with his plans ol protecting the commerce 
of the Pacific Ocean and of suppressing 
the odious slave trade. 

Wp admire the frankness with which the 
subject of finance is treated—but we fear from 
the general tennur of remark upon the matter 
•bat recourse will be .bad to taxes the next 


| internal produce* The reasons are too 
obvious to recount, tou dear to be refu. 
ted. * 

The address concludes with a glance 
t the present agitated state of Europe, 
and rather anticipates the commencement 
of hostilities there, in which case a strict 
neutrality on our part is wisely insisted 
on—a briefcompetitive view is then tak¬ 
en of our form of Government with that 
of the republics which have existed be. 
fore, pointing out the essential differences 
between them, and the principle in our 
own roost likely to give it perpetuity. 
The expansion and growth of the Physi. 
cal advantages,and power of our country, 
are treated on with gratulatory leeling; 
the complete possesion of the Missis 
sippi, the path of the Great Western 
World to the high way of nations—the 
arrondissement of our territory by the 
possession ot the Florida*—and the won¬ 
derful augmentation of our population, to¬ 
gether with the addition of New States to 
the Union upon equal terms with those first 
confederated, constitute alltogether rather 
a glowing picture of the faculties, the 
energies, and the future destiny uftlns 
rising empire.

VTiiv.ar.xs, it is represented, to the General 
Assemnly, that a great number of large 
vessels from the northern and middle States 
frequent our waters, for the purpose of trans¬ 
porting Oysters to those States, and whereas 
well grounded apprehensions are entertained 
of the utter extinction of Oysters in this stste 
as well in consequence of the immense quan 
lily thereof exported as the destructive In¬ 
struments used in catching them, therefore, 
He it matted by the Gmeral Assembly of Ma 
rylund, That if any person ,or persons shall 
use any drag, scoop, or other instrument, ex. 
ccpt tongs or rakes such as have been gener- 
lly used lor the purpose of catching Oysters 


within the waters of this state, every person 
so offending, and being thereof convicted be 
fore a Justice of either of the counties ad 
ininiupf the water course in which the offence 
has been committed, shall forthwith pay the 
sum of twenty dollars, or in case of failure so 
to do. shall bt committed, by such Justice ol 
the Peace, to the public jail of the county 
there to remain without hail or maiuprize, for 
sixty days, unless such fine of twenty dollars 
be sooner discharged; one half of which fine 
shall go to the state, and the other to the use

Like some other narcotic poisons, how¬ 
ever, tobacco has made its way against 
the denunciations of all its enemies, and 
becomes more dear and indispensiblc to 
those who use it, in the ratio of its injury 
I tu their constitution. 

Tobacco is a native of this country, and 
was first imported in Europe about the 
middle of the 16th century by Hernandez 
He Toledo who sent it into Spain and Por¬ 
tugal—The Ambassador of Francis II, at 
the Court of Lisbon, carried it into France 
in 1560, when it was presented tn Ca 
tharine de Medicis, as a plant of extraor¬ 
dinary virtues from the new world—'The 
Ambassador’s uame was Nicot—hence 
the botanical appellation Nicotian* ap 
plied to this genus of plants. The intro¬ 
duction of the custom of smoking it in 
England, lias been ascribed tu Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

We are told that some tribes of the a 
boriginal inhabitants of this continent, o 
sed tobacco as a burnt offering, the smoke 
of which they supposed to be acceptable 
to the Gods. Thus wo find that different 
nations address themselves to different 
sen .ps as the medium for obtaining divine 
conciliation. Whije the pious Christian 
seeks propitiation by vocal or instrumen¬ 
tal music, or a concert of both; the poor 
untutored savage implores favor and hap¬ 
piness through the incense of aromatic 
gums and the odour of sweet scented to¬ 
bacco.
